THis Treatife confifts of two Heads, In theFIrft 
the Author undertakes to give a General Method 
for determioifig the Quadratures of Curvilinear Spaces, 
and this he ftiev^s may always be done by finding ano* 
ther Curve-line from the known Property of its Tan- 
gent ; which Curve-line he therefore calls the Quadratrix 
of the propofed Space. Now this Quadratrix ( for all 
Spaces comprehended by Geometrical Curves) is either 
a Geometrical or a Mechanical Cure-line: And accord- 
ingly he divides the whole m^ two Parts. In the Firft 
of thele he treats of {\kd\SpaceSj whok Qfffdratrix's 
are Geometrical Curves, where he Illuftrates his Method 
by a great variety of Examples; difcoverkig in feverai 
cf them a new Method of findioj,^ Infinite Series's (with- 
out the trouble of Divifion or EK:tra£l:ion of Roots) by 
affaming ao Arbitrary Series witb unknown Coefficients.^ 
vviiich are eafily determined in the Progrcfs of the Pro- 
bism. And fmce the Publicatic fi of this Treatife we 
have (bme Inftances of the like Method of finding 5mej'5 
by that excellent Mathematician. Mr, LeihnitZj Printed 
in the A^h Eruditorum of Aprils 16^1. Afterwards he 
gives a Method of comparing the .4r^^*5 of Figures v%^ith 
the fimpleft Figures of the lame kind ; from which he 
deduces many Theorems, each of which do exhibit the 
<^adratures of an Infinity of Figures without any trou- 
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hie of Calculation : And withal (hewing to what Theorem 
any propofed Figure is to be referred, and how the like 
Theorems may be continued by the help of his general 
Method. He concludes this Firfl Part with a Difcourfe 
eonccrmng the Analytical Exprcfhon of Quadratures, 
wherein is Ihewn, that though the^re^anfwering to the 
Ahfcijfa be that which i*; commonly fought, yec the ge- 
neral Quadrature found by his Method, is for the mofl 
part either greater o^ Jeficr : Therefore he gives both a 
Geometrical and Analytical Rule for knowing whether 
the (aid general Quadrature be deficient or exceeding, 
and what that deficient or exceeding Quantity Is. 

The S?-C(;nd Part treats of the Quadratures of thofe 
Spaces, whofc Quadratrixs are Mechanical or Tranfccn- 
dent Curves, as lie (2ihcr Mr. Leii^nitz) choofcs rather 
to call them ,• where he gives a general Method for find* 
ing their Tangents. And having given a Rule lor de- 
fining the Tranfcendent Quadratrix of any Algebraical 
Curve ( that is not capable of a Geometrical one ) he 
Illuftrates the fame by finding the Tranfcendent Qua* 
dratures of the Circle, Hyperbola^ and two other Figures. 

There is added at the end, the Author's Ani^wtr to a 
Letter of Mr. D. Ts. relating to a Controverfie between 
them concerning a Method of Quadratures, pubiiflied 
by Mr. D. T. in the A£la Eruditorum. 

The Second Head of this Treatife is concerning the 
Geometrical Places^ wherein is fliewn how to determine 
zny Solid place, by comparing the Equation with a ge- 
neral Theorem comprehending all Places of that kind: 
Whereby arc avoided all thofe many Rules about the 
Redudrion of the given Equation, and the variety of the 
Signs 4- and ~, which have hitherto rcndred this Piece 
of Geometry fa troublefom.

The Fxtrea* is 
they there made uie o , as the Author Obfei ves, f ad hke 
to have cofl tkm all that they had in the i'^dm, md 
was t\m greatell caufe of the War betw^^n the /V- 
mgmz and the Indtam. There are kvtml B emarkable 
Patlf es of the Jefuices Contrivances, and tte hdiam 
Jlefentment thereof, for v^hich F refer to the Booh, m 
Ms proper to our Defign. The A thor Ihews the Do- 
iStrioes whenein tlwCharck of Mmahr agrees with that 
4>f Em^and^ tod diCJers from the Roman. And cor^^lcdcs 
with thf A&is and Decrees of rhe SymJ of Diamper.^ 
ivith the occafion of its being calkd ; whirli, with a 
Preface to a Mi§al impofed upon that Church by rlie 
JLrch-Bifliop Memzesj ends the ¥* hole Book.
